And  whereas,  immediate  action  is  found 
to  be  essential  in  public  interest  to 
accelerate  revamping  of  managements  of 
such  societies  to  function  as  bodies 
responsive  to  the  aspirations  and  needs 
of  the  people; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Andhra  Pradesh 
in  the  Forty-sixth  Year  of  - Republic  cf 
India,  as  follows 

1.  (1)  TJhis  Act  ‘ may  be  called  the 
Andhra  Pradesh  Public  Societies  (Recon- 
stitution of  Management)  Act,  1996. 

(2)  Item  18  of  the  Schedule  appen- 
ded to  the  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
come  into  force  on  the  25th  November, 
1995  and  the  remaining  provisions  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  come  into  force  on  the 
13th  November,  1995. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires, - 

(a)  "Government"  means  the  Government 
of  Andhra  Pradesh;- 

(b)  "Notification"  means  a notifica- 
tion published  in  the  Andhra  Pradesh 
Gazette  and  the  word  "notified"  shall  be 
construed  accordingly; 

(c)  "Society"  means  a society  regis- 
tered under  the  provisions  of  the  Andhra 
Pradesh  Co-operative  Societies  Act,  1954 
and  includes"  any  other  society  registered 
under  the  provisions  of  any  other  law 
providing  for  registration  for  the  time 
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being  .inforce  and  functioning  for  im- 
plementation of  the  policies  of  the 
State  as  specified  in  the  Schedule; 

(d)  "Schedule"  means  the  Schedule 
appended  to  this  Act.
